As we understand, a “trap + 
it is run this way: on the right-hand 
side of the road, an innocent-looking 
car is parked, with an innocent-look- 
ing man sitting in it, apparently do- 
ing nothing but sitting. Actually, 
however, he is watching motorists 
and if he suspects that anyone is go- 
ing faster than Mr. Goodwin's ill- 
advised regulations allow, he signals 
another car parked a certain meas- 
ured distance down the road. The car 
is timed and as it goes between the 
two parked cars, and if it traverses 
the distance in less time than a math- 
ematical computation tells Mr. Good- 
win’s boys that it should be trav- 
ersed, the second car flashes its 
lights and down the road a way an 
official steps out and stops the car. 
Nearly a hundred motorists have 
been stopped in two traps in Andover 
in the past two weeks, and many of 
them will have their licenses sus- 
pended by Czar Goodwin. 

Over twenty-five years ago the 
Townsman protested the use of traps 
to catch motorists, and today it 
seems just as much of an under- 
handed way of apprehending persons, 
most of whom slow down when condi- 
tions make it necessary. And it’s not 
going sixty that they stop you for. 
They bring it down to forty-five, or 
even thirty-five, despite the fact that 
today roads are safer and cars are 
safer. Four-wheel brakes, easier con- 
trolling equipment make motoring 
today at fifty miles per hour much 
less hazardous than it used to be at 
at thirty. 


No one condones reckless speed, 
but it’s not speed that officials should 
try to stop. The emphasis should be 
on the word ‘“‘reckless.’’ Speed be- 
comes dangerous only under certain 
conditions, bad crossings, winding 
roads, ete., and instead of lurking on 
a straight road, these five or six men 
who operate these traps would be 
doing better to be standing out in 
plain view to help motorists get 
safely past the dangerous places. But 
it’s a game they’re playing with the 
motorists; they’re not interested in 
making conditions safer; instead 
they’re mainly interested in catching 
as many as possible. And when 
officials adopt that point of view, the 
chances are that motorists will in- 
dulge in the very human practice of 
trying to avoid being caught when 
they see anything looking like a trap, 


and then going faster than ever when 
they see the road clear of officials.

vidual’s desire to have things done 
for him by the collective society. We 
all protest against increasing taxes, 
but instead of blaming officials for 
extravagance, why don’t we place the 
blame where it belongs: on ourselves, 
for making the officials spend that 
money?

If you’re in Lawrence, 
where you’re more apt to need them, 
you should call 6164. Up in Methuen 
you'd call 5041. 

If you can remember all these 
numbers, you will be able to act 
quickly in an emergency; if you can’t 
remember, you will have to pick up 
your telephone book and thumb 
through it until you locate the police 
department. By the time you find the 
number, the chances are that it might 
involve a waste of time that would 
prove detrimental. 

Why wouldn’t it be a good idea for 
the telephone company to do a little 
standardizing on its police and fire 
station numbers? Wouldn't it be a 
real help to patrons if all over the 
system, calling “1” would get you 
the police station and calling “2” 
would get you the fire department, no 
matter where you were?

Bassett, after graduating from college, 
spent years of study abroad and took up 
decorative painting when he returned 
home. Since 1927 he has painted numbers 
of rooms for private clients in this coun- 


Gallery, with the exception of one, repre- 
senting the Temple of Olympian Zeus, 
which looks more like Mr. Noyes’ type of 
subject, seem to have been painted mainly 
in New England. The first time I saw the 
exhibition and looked at the pictures 
before reading their labels, I was suddenly 
reminded of a cold windy day a year ago 
when I drove through Northampton, 
towards Mount Holyoke. Not that I rec- 
ognized any particular scene in the pic- 
tures—I just thought of that day. Perhaps 
this sudden memory that I had of a region 
I only saw once is a proof that Bassett 
has captured the Genius Loci of his sub- 
jects, which happen to be for the most 
part of the countryside around North- 
ampton. Though not in any way striking, 
these pictures, by the use of delicate color 
laid on rather flatly, without much draw- 
ing, express a quietly poetic feeling for the 
white houses, the trees and low, distant 
hills, for the light and the seasons that 
change them. 

There is a sense of space beyond the 
frame and no harshness, no deep shadows. 
It is easy to find in these pictures the 
quality which must make Mr. Bassett’s 
decorations successful; they would be 


pleasant to live with. 

Eliot Noyes differs from Richard Bas- 
sett in having had his training as an 
architect in this country, and working 
abroad; at least as far as this selection of 
his work is concerned. He has been for two 
years the architect of the Oriental Insti- 
tute’s expedition to Persepolis, and made 
careful watercolors of the remarkable 
reliefs fround there; then in the course of 
wanderings through Persia, Greece, India,

OF INTEREST TO COMMUTERS 


Those who commute to Boston daily 
will be interested in the following com- 
munication from President French of the 
railroad, explaining why the 8:10 may be 
held up at times: 

Train No. 1808 is due at Wakefield 
Junction at 8.20 a.m. and No. 124 at 8.26 
a.m. The train dispatcher watches these 
two trains closely each and every day. 
Any time that No. 124 arrives at the 
Junction before No. 1308 there is no hesi- 
tancy in permitting No. 124 to go first. 
Any time that No. 1808 is more than five 
minutes late at the Junction, and No. 124 
is on time, No. 124 is permitted to go 


first. If both trains are late it becomes a 
question of judgment on the part of the 
dispatcher as to which should go first. 
Except on certain holidays No. 1308 
makes only one stop, at Greenwood, be- 
tween Wakefield Junction and Boston, 
and No. 124 is express from Andover to 
Boston. If 1808 should be four minutes 
late at the Junction, it would leave there 
at 8.24 and should arrive at Boston at 
8.41. In such case No. 124 would neces- 
sarily get the blocks of No. 1808 and 
should arrive at Boston at 8.42, or two 
minutes late. In this case, if 1808 should 
be held on the branch to let 124 through, 
No. 124 should reach Boston on time, but 
the 300 to 325 passengers on No. 1308 
yoo reach Boston at least eight minutes 
ate.

Says Lewis Will 


Run for President 


In a talk ranging all the way from a 
statement that China, the loser, will 
come out a smaller but stronger country 
and another that he would approve of 
John L. Lewis for president in 1940, 
George Sokolsky, well-known lecturer and 
press correspondent, spoke on a number 
of current questions at George Washing- 
ton hall on Tuesday night. The large 
audience was delighted by the speaker's 
** don’ t-care-whether-you-like-it-o r-not” 
attitude. 

He said that war between China and 
Japan was inevitable, but that the 
Chinese had not prepared for it. The 
great lesson China has learned, he said, is 
that it cannot depend on the Western 
countries, and so it is learning to depend 
more on itself. The war came at a fortun- 
ate time, he asserted, because the other 
nations were too involved in their own 
troubles to interfere. 

In talking of labor he said “We are ina 
real depression.” He quoted the steel 
production figures, which have dropped 
from 76 percent capacity a year ago to 
27 percent now. It was 19 percent in 1931, 
and ‘‘We should be there in about two 
weeks,” he said. i 

In speaking of President Roosevelt's 
popularity, which he claims is still as 
great as it was, he said that the public 
likes him as an average American, “one 
who is half-right half of the time.”
